ENGLISH. ^ 

The college graduate should be the leader of the world. He 

shoiild set it.s standards of enterprise, its standards of efficiency, its 
standards of statesmanship — and to a large extent he does. It is 
equally tnte that the college man should set the world's standard of 
culture — and to a lartîo extent he does. Hut the oolleRe man as n 
type does not set the standard of the world's cidture. That is left for 
merely the best of the class. The ordinary, average college graduate 
does not lead in things cultural. He cannot lead. He does not pos- 
sess that vitally necessary finer education. To-day's average col- 
lege man 5s really not cultured. 

At least he shows no manifestations of culture. From the world's 
point of view the two conditions are identical. And on that single 
point the representative men of the non-college class bitterly indict 
our colleges and their product. 

To-day in Anieriea there is an endless chain of insufficient edu- 
cation. The college each year turns out thousands of poorly trained 
individuals, who, armed with a degree, set out to teaeh. They en- 
ter some secondary school and do their feeble best, lu their turn 
the high schools and academies turn out boys and girls totuU.v unfit 
for what should be the demands of a thorough college course. Four 
years later they, too, go out to add their mite to the power of the in- 
sidious system which is imdemining our education. 

The manner in which the English language is to-day spoken and 
written by most college frcshmcn is nil too striking an example. The 
first year men enter an elementary rhetoric couree. They arc com- 
pelled to do so. They attempt to acquire "unity, coherence and em- 
phasis." Some do. JIan.v do not. Their sentence structure would 
disgrace a department store salesgirl. By some means these fresh- 
men pass the course and forever after avoid what is to them a bug- 
bear. 

In physics, in chemistr}', in history, in any other subsequent 
studies, they pass the examinations just so long as they give the re- 
quisite facts, regardless of the English in which these facts are 
Htated. Papers are handed in utterly devoid of outline, their im- 
portant points buried obscurely, the whole spoiled by "bad gram- 
mar.' And the autlu)rs of those wretchedly written papers are grad- 
uated as "college men." 

Education in English may not residt in the graduation of really 
cultured men ; but at least it would result in the graduation of men 
\rho possess (in external culture. With that malceebift we could for 
time be" content. 

There is one remedy. That consists in every professor's requiring 
B student not only to present the facts, but to coach them in respect- 
able English. Some students do that, and upon them rests the re- 
sponsibility of upholding the reputation of their college. Why not 
divide that responsibility by making every student use English!

ed States fîovfrnrnrni at Dululh. Min- 
nesota, will be made the basis of an 
aero forest fire patrol system. The 
•tats forester of Wisconsin has al- 
ready secured excellent results from 
the use of an aeroplane (or the patrol 
of a large area of forest in the north- 
ern part of the stats, and It is expect- 
ed that similar good results will be 
secured in Mlnn<'!'.t;i, fr«m the co- 
operative arr:iTiK' rni-nt which hii,H 
l>een approved l.y tin- commander of 
the MInni-Hota .Naval .Militia. The 
main object of ibis pattol will, of 
rouryp. be thp prompt illsrovtrv .ind 
location of for»-Ft fires. If a fire l.s 
dlscovtrf-'l, the t'lcplmn'- t<.v.Mtfm which 
lias been in.stalled will insble the 

forest rangers to ui,i,tii;i immedi- 
ately, and they can promptly take all 
necessary steps for Its extinguish- 
ment. State Forester Cox of Minne- 
sota, estimates that the Installation of 
an air patrol would save the state at 
least t4ri.00O annually.

M" ' • 
gms said It was rtitf cult to im:iKlne 
thivt any engineer could fall to have 
boon Impressed with the a))paIi.M»; Ig- 
norit.cc of technical .iml scientific 
mr.tterr among tboKj on whom the 
responsibilities fur running this war 
had fallen. Never In the history of 
ei nlncerlng had the IgnorAnoo of naf- 
ural science by the politicians, the 
military, and the other authorities 
been so openly displayed as In the 
eari» stages of the war, and never had 
it proved so costly In time. In life, 
and In substance. Bo long as their 
educational system was mainly In the 
hands of men with B.A. and M.A. de- 
grees, brought up themselves on the 
classic lines of "Tom Brown's School- 
days" supplemented by the training 
of the senior universities, so long 
might the slavish exercise of turning 
up words In dictionaries be expected 
to occupy from 25 to 40 per cent of 
the time of preparation of school 
work. 

How many millions and how many 
lives would the country have been 
saved if as mucb study In tlms and 
thought had been expended on natur- 
al science OS on classics by the 
whole of their tawmakers, and law- 
givers T M general knowledge was to 
be improved by generalising the sys- 
tem of education. It was of the high- 
est Importance that the technical 
teaching class, which formed so high 
a percentage of the total of profes- 
sional men, should Itself Iw reformed 
by a broader education in which na- 
tural science was given its proper 
part. Klcmentary education required 
attention In still earlier years. To 
secure proper elementary education for 
the child, they required elementary 
education ot the woman with whom fie 
was associated in bis early years. This 
was an engineera' war, but It was 
more particularly a mechanical and 
automot>lle engineers' war. yet the me- 
chanical engineer was not a recognlned 
factor In the army, and men of high 
mechanical ability and (luallflcatlons 
were officered by men with only or- 
dinary military knowledge or mer» 
administrative rapacity. It was for 
the recognition of the mechanical en- 
gineer as n unit in the service, to be 
officered by men of his own profes- 
sion, that the engineering Institutions 
should agitate, preparing their case 
now, and postponing action tlU Imme- 
diately after the War.

He entered the ring, and 
soon after published "The King and 
the Hook," giving some of his ex- 
periences. He was noted for his 
knock-out punch; In fact, hla prema- 
ture decease wan due to a surfeit of 
the latter heverane. Ho was the au- 
thor of the hlatorical plays, "Swat 
Tyler," and "Smacbeth"; he alao wrote 
that charmInK little lyric, "Drink to 
Me Only With Thine Byes, and I will 
Pay for Mlive," which la an admirable 
expreaalon of the Beottlah aharacter 
"Cauld Lang Stein," and "Swum In to 
the Rye," are two o( hla finest drink- 
ing anoga, also "Scots "Wha Hae wr 
Wallace Fed." In 1T96 he waa knock- 
ed out by Ben Jonson, the negro pugl - 
list and poet, and retired from active 
life.
